Town Business 
Starts Amid Ruins 


Despite a night with scenes ‘of ruin 
and desolation all round, business 
men and citizens of Wainwright 
Monday morning threw out their 
chetss, gave chins a firmer tilt, and 
started to re-build from the ruins 
an up-to-date, fireproof town com- 
perable to the best in the west. 

Meanwhile, supplhics were coming 
io to relieve whatever distress might 
have been occasioned by the. com- 
ee destruction of the town. Mc- 

Gevin’s Limited, of Edmonton, de- 
l'vered 400 loaves by truck, early 
Monday morning, and a further 1,000 
loaves reached town later in the day. : 

A. C. Armstrong, J. Patterson, H. 
Cc Montgomery, whose stores were 
burned to the ground, ordered 2% 
carloads of general groceries, and 
these supplies, mostly brought in by 
truck, will arrive here amie the 
morning. ‘ie r 

SPECIAL FIRE WATCH 

All Sunday night, while two gangs 
of twenty big-hearted citizens al- 
ternated on fire and watchmen dut- 
ies hose was played on the smould- 
ering ruins of the town’s devasta- 
ung blaze. Electric light was avail- 
able nowhere. The Calgary Power 
company’s plant is intact, but pok 
and wires were leveled by the flames 
everywhere in the downtown district. 

Householders and the single cafe 
left in the town resurrected coal oil 
lamps and candles, and made the 
kest they could of inconvenient cir- 
cumstances. 

With a spirit of whole-hearted co- 
cperation, those possessing extra 
iamps loaned them to those who had 
necne, and when the town found it- 
self ‘cleaned out” of coal oil supplies, 
these too were divided up from 
house to house. 

As early as mid-day Sunday, a 
Calgary Power company gang was 
ctiought from Hardisty and work of 
repairing the service lines was got 
under way, 

David Robertson, foreman, brought 
a further gang of twenty men from 
Mirror early Monday morning; poles” 
were quickly erected and _ wires 
strung, and by eight o’clock in the 
cvening the light was turned on.
